PREFACE 

WHAT  THIS  SERIES  OF  REPORTS  IS  ABOUT 

This  series  of  reports  deals  with  distinctive  patterns  of  belief  about 
fallout  shelters  and  radiation ,  peace  and  defense,  with  the  trusting  of 
sources,  with  people’s  interests  in  various  kinds  of  civil  defense  topics, 
and  with  changes  in  these  various  patterns  over  time. 

Wc  have  taken  one  cf  two  major  approaches  to  psychological  analysis. 

Some  workers  study  traits,  how  much  of  a  particular  characteristic  do  how 
many  people  have.  Instead,  we  have  used  type  psychology,  the  parsimonious 
description  of  persons  in  terms  cf  major  patterns  of  belief.  Readers 
>  interested  in  type  methodology  should  read  William  Steohenson's  The  Study 
of  Behavior. 

Rokeach,  in  the  Open  and  Closed  Mind,  suggests  a  model  of  beliefs  which 
might  best  be  described  in -concentric  rings.  At  the  core,  we  have  beliefs 
so  fundamental,  that  their  destruction  would  disintegrate  the  self.  Then  we 
have  beliefs  and  disbeliefs  in  authorities.  Then  we  have  beliefs  and 
disbeliefs  in  the  id^as  that  those  authorities  express.  Some  of  us  are 
more  rigid  and  dogmatic  than  others  in  defending  our  belief  systems,  in¬ 
cluding,  our  beliefs  in  authorities. 

During  December,  1961,  in  each  of  five  cities  Boston,  Lansing,  Min-t 
reapolis,  Oklahoma  City,  and  Santa  Monica--  wc  interviewed  about  30  persons, 

149  altogether.  Wo  chose  them  on  the  basis  of  their  responses  to  a  teleohone 
survey  directed  by  Dr.  David  K.  Berio.  We  maximized  differences  among  nersons 
in  terms  of  their  estimates  of  the  likelihood  and  nearness  of  war,  the  chances 
it  might  effee*  them  and  possibilities  of  protecting  themselves-  Ours  is  a 
purposive  sample  of  persons,  not  a  random  or  representative  sample. 

In  these  interviews,  wo  collected  Information  about  the  belief  patterns 
cf  people  in  three  area.:*  fallout  shelters  and  radiation,  trust  and  distrust 
accorded  people  who  might  say  something  about  thorn,  and  general  orientations 
toward  peace  and  defense  which  butress  these  beliefs. 

To  accomplish  this,  wc  used  Stephenson’s  Q  methodology.  A  brief  summary 
of  the  major  steps  in  a  Q  study  will  bo  found  at  the  end  of  this  preface.  Also, 
a  separate  report  entitled  Technical  Summary  is  available  summarizing  in  detail 
the  various  procedures  used  in  collecting,  processing,  and  analyzing  the  data. 

In  May,  1962,  we  sent  ail  149  persons  who  were  interviewed  in  December  a 
copy  of  the  Government's  pamphlet  entitled  ’’Fallout  Protection." 

One  month  later,  in  June,  1962,  we  rc-intcrviewcd  all  we  could  reach 
of  the  persons  who  had  participated  in  the  December  phase  of  the  study.  In 
all,  105  of  the  original  149  were  ro- interviewed.  Again,  wo  collected  in¬ 
formation  on  patterns  of  fallout  shelter  and  radiation  beliefs  and  peace  and 
defense  beliefs.  In  addition,  we  investigated  a  new  arca--peoplc's  interest 
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in  various  kinds  c  f  civil  defense  topics,  ones  that  taiftht  appear  in  print.  He 
also  asked  the  people  about  exposure  to  civil  defense  information,  how  the  world 
situation  was  chanrinr,  "Fallout  Protection"  bulletin  readership,  use  of  the  mass 
media  and  other  things  of  a  demographic  or  biographic  nature  such  as  ape,  educar 
tion  income etc. 

Out  no  t  t*se  in  re-interviewing  was  to  pet  at  various  aspects  of  change 
nn<:  stability  -in  m*  predominant  belief  patterns  associated  with  fallout ' shelters 
and  rad  ‘  ior.  an  .;  puree*  and  defense  over  a  six  month  period. 

Our  prime  interest  was  in  the  relationship  of  such  changes  to  exposure  to 
information  .-bout  civil  defense,  readership  of  the  "Fallout  Protection" 
bulletin,  perceptions  of  changing  world  conditions,  media  use  and  other  char¬ 
acteristics  o.  the  respondents. _

Technical  Summary  -

1.  Respondents  are  asked  to  sort  a  dock  of  cards  which  have 
items  printed  on  them  into  a  specific  number  of  ranked 
piles  according  to  a  modified  normal  distribution.  The 
sorting  is  done  on  the  basis  of  some  criterion,  c-.g. , 
belief-disbelief,  a free -disagree,  etc. 

2.  A  matrix  of  intercorrelations  is  formed  by  correlating 
every  person's  sort  of  items  with  every  other  person’s 
sort  of  items. 

3.  This  matrix  of  intercorrelations  is  submitted  to  factor 
analysis  so  that  persons  are  variables  and  items  are 
observations.  A  principal  axis  solution  is  obtained.  This 
is  submitted  to  a  varimax  rotation  which  produces  ortho¬ 
gonal  factors.  Oii  this  basis,  a  factor  represents  a 
grouping  of  persons  around  a  common  pattern  of  sorting 

the  items.  Hence,  a  factor  represents  a  type  of  person. 

4.  Each  pattern  of  sorting  the  items  associated  with  each 
factor  or  type  of  person  is  estimated.  This  is  done  by 
weighting  each  item  response  of  each  of  the  persons  most 
highly  associated  with  a  given  factor  by  the  degree  to 
which  they  are  loaded  on  that  factor.  The  higher  a  person's 
loading  on  the  factor,  the  greater  is  the  weight.  These 
weighted  responses  arc  summed  across  each  item  separately. 
This  produces  an  item  array  of  weighted  responses  for  each 
factor  in  the  rotated  factor  analysis  solution  selected. 

The  arrays  of  wcichted  responses  are  then  converted  to  z- 
scores . 

5.  The  arrays  of  item  z-scores  are  ordered  from  most  accepted 
to  most  rejected  for  each  factor.  This  provides  i  hierarchy 
of  item  acceptance  for  each  factor  or  type  of  persons. 

6.  The  arrays  of  items  z-scores  for  each  factor  are  compared  by 
subtraction  for  each  pair  of  factors.  This  produces  arrays 
of  difference  scores  for  each  pair  of  factors.  This  provides 
the  basis  for  differentiating  one  factor  or  tvpe  of  persons 
from  another. 


SOURCE  CREDIBILITY 


Many  people  talk  or  write  about  fallout  shelters  and  radiation. 

Some  of  these  people  are  official  sources,  some  not  so  official.  Some 
are  personal,  some  arc  impersonal,  even  anonymous.  Some  are  religious, 
others  secular.  Some  are  business  leaders  and  others  union  leaders,  etc. 

We  represented  these  dimensions  in  constructing  a  set  of  potential 
sources.  Then  we  asked  our  respondents  in  Boston,  Lansing,  Minneapolis, 
Oklahoma  City  and  Santa  Monica  to  indicate  those  they  trusted  and  those  they 
distrusted.  They  sorted  47  names  into  13  ranks  from  "most  trusted"  to  "most 
distrusted"  as  sources  of  information  and  opinion  about  *allout  shelters. 

We  analyzed  patterns  of  trust  for  each  city  separately.  We  found 
five  basic  patterns  across  all  the  cities.  All  types  but  one  ranked  President 
Kennedy  as  a  highly  trusted  source.  And  all  of  them  reject  .  the  president 
of  the  Ford  Motor  Company  as  a  source  on  such  issues.  There  was  moderate 
approval  of  the  source:  "in  the  newspaper  I  read."  Most  respondents  did  not 
feel  -very  strongly  one  way  or  another  about  the  Reader's  Digest  and  Time 
magazine.

Source  Type  "A"  trusts  official  government  sources  and  rejects 
the  people  around  home.  He  is  looking  for  expert  guidance  from  those  whoso 
responsibility  is  Civil  Defense.  The  manner  in  which  he  ranks  his  trust  in 
those  officials  is  almost  a  duplication  of  the  Civil  Defense  hierarchy — 
from  the  President  down  to  the  Local  Director  of  Civil  Defense.  In  essence, 
"A"  says:  "They're  in  the  business.  They  ought  to  know." 

Higher  than  any  other  type,."/,"  ranks  the  head  of  the  Central 
Intelligence  Agency  as  a  trusted  source.  He  ranks  his  wife  and  neighbor 
lower  than  does  any  other  type. 

Generally,  there  are  more  children  in  the  Type  "A"  household 
than  there  are  in  the  households  of  other  types.  This  might  explain  why 
"A"  spent  a  greater  number  of  hours  viewing  television  in  the  week  prior  tc 
the  survey.  While  Type  "A"  spent  more  time  with  TV,  ho  spent  less  time 
reading  books  in  the  month  before  th»  survey. 

If  civil  defense  people  c'-rt  etch  "A’s"  attention  and  continue  to 
give  him  believable  material,  they  should  have  no  problem.  It  aeons  very 
likely  that  ho  will  accept  what  thev  have  to  say.

Source  Type  "B's"  orientation  seems  much  more  personal,  local, 
and  religious.  President  Kennedy  is  the  only  national  official  among 
his  t'.p  choices.  Type  "B"  puts  the  local  civil  defense  director  higher  than 
state .and.  federal  civil  defense  officials. 

"B's"  mate  (husband  or  wire)  and  best  friends  have  his  higa  con¬ 
fidence  on  fallout  shelter  issues.  And  much  more  than  any  other  type,  he 
trusts  his  religious  leaders  (but  not  particularly  the  head  of  the  National 
Council  of  Churches.) 

More  than  Types  "A"  and  "E",  "B"  is  likely  to  be  a  woman.  More  than 
the  other  types,  "B"  is  likely  to  obtain  information  about  civil  defense  or 
fallout  shelters  from  sources  other  than  the  mass  media  and  general  conver¬ 
sation.  Some  had  obtained  information  from  civil  defense  literature  and  others 
at  meetings  of  community  organizations:  for  example,  a  PTA  meeting  devoted  to 
civil  defense. 


Whether  President  Kennedy  takes  a  clear  position  on  shelters  will 
probably  make  considerable  difference  in  "B’s"  acceptance  of  a  program. 

And  local  civil  defense  officials  may  play  an  important  role  in  developing,  his 
support . 


In  any  case,  he  will  probably  net  support  a  shelter'  program  is  he 
Billy  Graham  and  his  local  preacher  ire  against  it .

We  find  Source  Type  "C"  hard  to  understand.  He  puts  his  next 
door  neighbor  up  with  a  string  of  government  officials  and  famous  scientists. 
Others  close  to  home  he  distrusts.  "C’s"  regard  for  his  neighbor  as  a  source 
of  information  exceeds,  by  far,  any  similar  feeling  held  by  the  ether  types. 
On  the  other  hand,  his  ranking  of  the  Commanding  General  of  the  U.S.  Army 
in  the  area  is  much  higher  than  that  by  any  of  the  other  types. 

Further,  Type  "C"  completely  rejects  a  civil  defense  pamphlet  as 
untrust  worthy  while  puttinp  confidence  in  federal  and  state  directors  of 
civil  defense. 

Type  "C"  is  the  most  likely  to  be  a  woman.  "C’s"  non-attendance  at 
church  in  the  last  four  weeks  was  only  surpassed  by  Type  "D".  And  "C"  has 
lived  at  her  present  address  for  a  longer  period  of  time  than  any  of  the 
other  types. 


"C"  is  probably  a  very  rare  typo.

Type  "E"  is  very  hiyh  on  scientists,  even  more  so  than  "C".  More  th an  west 
people,  Type  "E"  trusts  the  university  president,  iie  else  rates  hiyh  the 
head  of  the  American  Medical  Association.  In  cenorai ,  we  mi^ht  conclude  that 
in  addition  to  official  sources  h6  looks  to  other  experts  for  civil  defense 
advice. 

But  this  type  most  sharply  differs  from  the  others  in  his  strenr 
rejection  of  all  throe  religious  leaders  and  the  head  of  the  World  Federation. 

Type  "E"  attended  church  less  than  did  any  of  the  ether  types. 

More  than  with  any  of  the  others,  the  subject  civil  defense  and  fallout 
shelters  has  entered  into  "E’s"  conversation  durinr  the  past  fev;  months. 

"E"  runs  a  close  second  to  "B"  in  the  liklihood  of  his  havinr  obtained  civil 
defense  information  from  sources  ether  than  the  mass  media  and  in  his  conver¬ 
sation  with  others.  Sources  of  information  for  hir.  have  been  civil  defense 
literature  and  meetings  of  community  organizations.
